‘ Rince Lewis of Baden is ftill encamp’d near 
’ the Lines in the Neighbourhood of Paffen- 
hoven, not daring to advance towards the 

Upper Alfatia, becaufe it would be eafy 

to cut of his Provifions, which he cannot 

dcaw from any other Place than Lauterbourg. Some 
cays ago he tent Orders to moft of the Towns and 
Villages, within 10 Leagues of his Camp, tc furnifh 
him with 4 certain Quancity of Bread, proportionable 
to Abilities: Buc the Magiftrates went and re- 
preicsted him the Impodibiity of complying with 
his Demands, becaufe immediately after the Harvett 
they had been oblig’d to threth their Corn, and carry 
it into che ‘irong Towns, infomuch that they had 
icarce enongh left them for their own Support, The 
King’s Aimy continues incamp’d in an advantageous 
Poft, the Right ac Haguenau, the Left at this Place. 
Marfhal Villars having had Advice, chat the Enemy 
expected a Convoy from Lauterbourg, detach’d on 
the 30th ac Noon, the Chevalier de Rofel with 4000 
Foot, to endeavour to bring it off. At the fame time, 
to favour his March, he advanc’d at the Head of 
12 or 13 Squadrons, within Musket-fhot of the Ene- 
mies Camp, nor did one Man come out againft him. 
The 4th at 9 in the Morning, the Chevalier du Ro- 
{el arriv’'d near the Defile of Sultz, where he fell in 
with 250 of the Enemy, Horfe and, Foot, whom he 
defeated : Several of them were kill’d, 3 or 4 Offi- 
cers and 20 Soldiers taken, with 30 Horfes and 4 
Waggons, loaded with Oats for the Enemies Camp. 
This Accident was the reafon that the Departue of 
the Convoy from Lauterbourg was put off for fome 
time, and oblig’d the Chevalier du Bofel to rejoin 
the Army. Yefterday, Marthal Villars being in- 
form’d that the Convoy was to march without far- 
ther Delay, detach'd the Marquis de Lanion with 4 
c, 5cco Men to intercept it. The fame day in the 
morning, he advanc’d with the reft of the Army 
towards the Enemies Camp in 6 Columns, thro’ 
the Ways that are cut inthe Woods between Hur- 
thaufer and la Maladerie. He prefenred himfelf in 
O: der of Batcel, having extended his Left Wing as 
far as the Enemies Right, who contented themfelves 
to draw out in Bartalia at the Head of their Camp, 
and to fire 3 Gannon to call in their Forragers. They 
are incamp'd on Eminences, and have 2 Rivulets and 
many Ditches before them ; fo that Marthal Villars 
thought not fit to attack them, but return’d hither, 
after having driven back their advanc’d Guards, 
whom none of their Troops advanc’d to fupport. 
They have wanted Bread for 5 or 6 days, and im- 
patiently exped&t their Convoy. Our Parties make 
Excurfions around their Camp, and bring off many 
of their Horfes: The King’s Huffars have taken from 
’em near 200 Hungarian Cattle. Marfhal Villars has 
caus’d his Bridge to be brought up the Rhine to 
Lawanzenau, which puzzles the Enemy, who are 
oblig’d to keep many of their Forces to guard their 
Lines of Stolhoffen. The Troops of Brandenbourg, 
that were marching to the low Countries, have Or- 
fers to return and join Prince Lewis of Baden ; who

We 
heard too that the Enemy had {ent their heavy Bag- 
gage to Strasbourg ; and that they were filing off all 
the Hay they had left, to carry it away the more 
eafily. The 12th, the Duke of Wirtemberg, who 
has,been ill of a Feaver fome Days, was carry’d out 
of the Army under a good Guard. Six Deferters 
came to us, and confirm’d, thac the French had {ent 
their heavy Baggage to Strasbourg. In the Evening 
a Captain of Horfe, with one Servant and fome 
Horfes deferted to us, and being exaimin’d faid, that 
Marfhal Villars defign’d to retire to Strasbourg with 
his Army, left the Prince of Baden, after he was 
join’d by the Prufflian Troops, fhould attack him. 
To Day 14 Deferters are come to us and fay, thata 
great Number of Peafants Waggons are brought in- 
to the Enemies Camp, but they know not to what 
end. We have Advice that Colonel Volkerftein is 
fafely arriv’d at Lauterbourg with his Detachment 
and the Waggons above-mention’d. P.S. We hear 
this Moment, that Marfhal Villars decamp’d laft 
Night without Beat of rum, and is retir’'d towards 
Strasbourg, after having left 1500 Men in Haguenau, 
and 2000 in Fort-Louis. 

From the Amfterdam Gazerte, dared September 22. 

Frankfort, September 17. Qur Advices from the 
Imperial Camp near Morfchweiler of the 13th fay, 
that Marfhal Villars, who lay incamp’d between Ha- 
guenau and Bifchweiler, had fenr his Baggage and

From the Camp at Rivolra, Sept. 5. The 2 Armies 
continue in their former Camps. the Enemy have 
{ecur'd theirs by Intrenchments, waiting for the Re- 
inforcements that are to come to “em from Germany, 
but that will noc be able to join "em yet a great while. 
The Duke of Vendome on the contrary, is laying: 
Bridges over the Canals and leveiiing the Roads 
wiin a Mile of the Enemy.

Our’ Derachment ftocd the Ground 
5 or 6 oars in the fame Poft, thinking to draw 
the Enemy out of their Camp: The Duke of Ven- 
dome having difpos’d all things to give them a geod 
Reeertion ; but they made noe the leaft Motion, aud 
therefore our Men were cbligd to retire. We have 
had Advice, thatthe Town of Bergamo having re- 
fus'd to receive all the wounded in the Barrel of 
Caffano, che linperialifts in Revenge had fack’d 12 
Villages in the Bergamask, ac which tbe Country 
People were [> inrag’d thac they had taken Arms, 
and kill'd all the Germans they found cut of their 
Camp.
